Not later than 3 years after the date of enactment 2

of this Act, the Attorney General, acting through the Di-3

rector of the Office for Victims of Crime, shall issue a 4

report to be posted on a publicly available website that 5

includes—6

(1) the impact of State safe harbor laws and 7

associated services on the re-victimization of victims 8

of trafficking (as such term is defined in section 9

103(15) of the Victims of Trafficking and Violence 10

Protection Act of 2000 (22 U.S.C. 7102(15))), the 11

recovery of victims, victim outcomes, and prosecu-12

tions of traffickers; and 13

  (ii) 5 percent for training and technical assistance, to be provided in coordination with the Secretary of Health and Human Services, including with respect to— 
  (I) increasing capacity and expertise on security for and protection of service providers from intimidation or retaliation for their activities; 
  (II) “investigating, prosecuting, and preventing human trafficking through a trauma-informed and victim-centered approach that provides services and protections for victims of trafficking;  
  (III) facilitating the provision of evidence-based, trauma-informed care and physical and mental health services to victims of trafficking; 
  (IV) ensuring that all victims of trafficking who are United States citizens, lawful permanent residents, and foreign nationals are eligible for services; 
  (V) ensuring that law enforcement officers and prosecutors make every attempt to determine an individual’s participation in human trafficking is free from force, fraud, or coercion of any means before arresting them for, or charging them with, an offense;  
  (VI) facilitating access for child victims of trafficking to the same type of court procedures and legal protections accessible to child victims of sexual assault, rape, child sexual abuse, or incest, including the right to not be treated as a criminal; and  
  (VII) encouraging States to identify the locations of victims of trafficking, including through efforts that utilize internet outreach, through methods informed by survivors of human trafficking, and to offer help and services that are responsive to victims’ needs. .
